de Mu rv ille annou nced today . 
Cou v e de Mu rv ille g av e the 
National Assembly the news on 
civ ilian and military projects 
that will su ffer in a cu tback of 
the 19 6 9 bu dg et deficit from 11.7 
billion francs—$2.34 billion—to 
6 .354 billion francs-$1.27 bil­ 
lion. 


President Charles de Gau lle 
annou nced the deficit cu t Su n­ 
day nig ht in a radio address, 
bu t left it u p to the premier to 
spell ou t the details. 
Cou v e de Mu rv ille said the 
military bu dg et will be trimmed 
by 400 million francs—$80 mil - 
lion—and that the 19 6 9 atomic 
test prog ram cannot be held. 
Du ring this y ear’s test series, 
France’s first hy drog en dev ices 
were ex ploded. 
The 
ConcOTde 
su personic 
transport project is a joint v en­ 
tu re with Great Britain. Its 
costs hav e ballooned from an 


estimated $448 million in 19 6 2 to 
abou t $2 billion. The cu t an­ 
nou nced by Cou v e de Mu rv ille 
will be $12 million in the French 
contribu tion fw 19 6 9 . It was not 
known how mu ch delay this 
mig ht cau se in the prog ram. 
The first prototy pe is schedu led 
to fly late in December. 
The premier said that a 4.25 
per cent pay roll tax will be can­ 
celed, and adju stments made in 
the added v alu e tax to compen­ 
sate for the loss in rev enu e. 
This is intended as an aid to 
ex porters. The added v alu e tax 
does not apply to ex pwts. The 


elimination ot tne pay roll tax 
will apply to all employ ers. 
Cou v e de Mu rv ille said there 
wou ld be a dou ble adv antag e to 
this since ex pwts wou ld be aid­ 
ed by lower costs to manu fac­ 
tu rers, and impo’ts will be su b­ 
jected to the hig her added v alu e 
tax . 
The belt-tig htening prog ram 
was desig ned to cu t the g ov ern­ 
ment deficit almost in hah, in­ 
crease ex pOTts, improv e the tax 
collection machinery and pre­ 
v ent rises in wag es and prices.

The 9 9 -man midnig ht shift 
was abou t to finish its work last 
Wednesday morning when the 
mine qu iv ered from the ex plo­ 
sion.

Adding to the problem was a 
report on the analy sis of g as 
content in the mine shaft where

The ex plosion and smoke tnai 
belched from one shaft indicat­ 
ed to officials the fire was still 
bu rning in the heart of the hig 
mine, which spreads ov er sev en 
miles.

Stormy Reception

The act empowers the Race 
Relatioas Board to investigate 
and seek compliance with the 
law over a wide field of alleged 
acts of discrimination agaiast 
Britain’s 1 million colored pt'o- 
ple—2 per cent of the popula­

Up to now, the board was lim­ 
ited to investigating complaints 
of discrimination in certain pub­ 
lic places. This resulted largely 
in efforts to conciliate between 
Asian, West Indian and African 
immigrants and pub owners 
who refused to serve them 
drinks. 
Now the board’s investigative 
powCTs have been broadened to

By THE ASSOOATED PRESS 
A plan to cut down on bus 
driver holdups by requiring pas­ 
sengers to put the exact fare in 
a robber-proof box is being 
called a success in six of the na­ 
tion’s 
largest 
cities 
and 
is 
spreading to more. 
Robberies 
of bus drivers, 
which were running as high as 
two and three a day, have vir­ 
tually ended in Baltimore, Pitts­ 
burgh, Philadelphia, Cleveland, 
San Francisco and Washington, 
D C., since each of those cities 
adopted the plan. 
The system is also in opera­ 
tion in Milwaukee but police 
there say it Is too soon to evalu­ 
ate results. Detroit will put the 
exact fare policy into effect 
Nov. 30 and New Yirk has tak­ 
en the program under study. 
In at least three cities—Balti­ 
more, Washington and Pitts­ 
burgh—the death of a driver 
during a holdup was partially 
responsible for the move to 
adopt the exact fare system. 
Although there are variations 
from city to city, basically the 
plan works as follows; 


The driver carries no change 
OT tdtens so the passenger must 
deposit exact change or a token. 
If the pa.ssenger lacks the right 
change, he may overpay and be 
given a refund slip redeemable 
later The fare box is locked and 
the driver does not carry a key. 
The one drawback that has 
emerged is that in the few in­ 
stances where a determined 
bandit has held up a bus any­

far been the exception. 
At the time Baltimore adopted 
the plan last June, bus driver 
robberies were averaging two a 
day “ Now it’s unusual to hear 
of a holdup,” says one veteran 
police ob.server.

Mark Anniversary at Tarawa

TARAWA, 
Gilbert 
Islands 
(AP) — Exactly 25 years later 
we came ashore to this lonely 
atoll astride the Equator in the 
mid-Pacific where 5,800 men 
had died for their beliefs in four 
days of vicious fighting. 
This time we were met by 
happy, dancing Gilbertese na­ 
tives in grass skirts and flow­ 
ered print clothing and plied 
with freshly cut coconuts filled 
with sweet cool milk. White clad 
British officials welcomed us 
with handshakes and bows. 
A few of these people were 
the same. Dur party of five, who 
had been on the original inva­ 
sion, was led by Gen. David M. 
Shoup, former commandant of 
the U.S. Marines and Medal of 
Honor winner for his heroic 
leadership on this island. 
Gen. Shoup came out of re­ 
tirement for eight days to repre­ 
sent the United States at formal 
ceremonies commemorating the 
25th anniversary of the assault 
of Marine and naval forces 
against this Japanese-held for­ 
tress. 
The plaque which Gen. Shoup 
dedicated at the end of the pier 
on Betio, the tiny one-half 
square mile island of this atoll 
where the assault took place, 
says, “ This was the first Ameri­ 
can assault agaiast a fortified 
atoll—the testing ground for 
Marine amphibious doctrine and 


techniques that paved the way 
for the Island campaigns that 
followed and saved thousands of 
American lives along the road 
to victory in the PaciRc.” 
Gf course, it could not tell the 
full story of the 1,087 U.S. Ma­ 
rines killed and 2,292 wounded, 
and 4,690 Japanese dead. 
British, Australian, New Zea­ 
land and Gilbert and Etlice Is­ 
land officials participated with 
Gen. Shoup and U.S. Vice Con­ 
sul Peter Maher from Fiji in the 
dedication of the monument. 
Honor guards from the U.S. de­ 
stroyer escort Mimorris, the na­ 
tive constabulary of the Gilbert 
Islands and delegations of local 
Girl and Boy Scouts, schools 
and native organizations stood 
at attention. Crowded on th€ 
pier were some 5,000 Gibertese, 
solemn and colorful in their na­ 
tive dress. 
Virtually unnoticed in the 
crowd was Capt. Unio Suenaga 
of the Japanese trading ship the 
“ Fiji Maru.” By chance the ves­ 
sel had arrived at Betio the day 
before—the first Japanese ship 
to visit here in 25 years. Capt. 
Suenaga was invited to the cere­ 
mony, where he stood, unsmil­ 
ing and at attention. 
The day before held the great­ 
est thrill for those of us who had 
been there. We flew in over Tar­ 
awa from Kwajalein, circling 
the 30-mile long series of islets 
twice in our C-130 Hercules tur­ 
boprop flown by Maj. Marvin 
Mann of Goshen, Ind. 
As we came over little Betio, 
Gen. Shoup, peering from a 
porthole, exclaimed, “ My God, 
look at those thousands of palm 
trees. There were only a couple 
left intact when we left here.” 
There is a new pier on Betio 
now, built close to the one on 
which or nearby so many Ma­ 
rines died. As we approached by 
sea, there were three amphibi-

ous tractors rusting on the reef. 
On the other side of the pier, we 
saw several LVT’s—landing ve­ 
hicle tanks—still resting there. 
Farther out was the hulk of a 
Japanese freighter which we re­ 
membered so well. Japanese 
troops had fired from it on the 
first morning inflicting heavy 
casualties on boats trying to get 
over the reef and on men wad­ 
ing ashore. 
Our launch crept slowly down 
the right of the pier on the exact 
route I had taken to shore with 
the second wave of the 2nd Bat­ 
talion, 2nd Marine Regiment on 
the morning of Nov, 20, 1943. 
Under murderous fire. Our bat­ 
talion commander, Lt. Col. Her­ 
bert R. Amey, had been shot 
through the head a fev/ feet 
from me as we waded in after 
our amtrack was hit. 
This time we were met at the 
beach by the British district 
commissioner, R.E.N. Smith. 
He led us back on the pier to 
display the 20-foot monument 
which the British have erected 
on their own volition. The Brit­ 
ish plaque, to be dedicated with 
the U.S. plaque the following 
day, said, “ In memwy of those 
who fell—November 1943.” 
Gen. Shoup was anxious to 
find his old command post, a 
Japanese bunker laced with 
concrete, steel and coconut tree 
logs, near Reu Beach Two, right 
of the pier, where he had estab­ 
lished headquarters that first 
morning as commander of the 
2nd Regiment 2nd Marine Divi­ 
sion. 
The bunker had been leveled 
but we all agreed that was the 
spot. We also remembered the 
then Col. Shoup’s message from 
that spot to Gen. Julian Smith’s 


headquarters on board the bat­ 
tleship Maryland the second aft­ 
ernoon: 
“ Casualties: 
many. 
Percentage dead: not known. 
Combat efficiency: we are win­ 
ning.”

To Seek Nixon's Aid In 
'Streamlining' Effort

Republican members of Con­ 
gress say they’ll seek Nixon ad­ 
ministration backing for efforts 
to streamline what one calls the 
“ bureaucratic thicket” of feder­ 
al government. 
Sen. James B. Pearson of 
Kansas said Monday he planned 
to reintroduce early in January 
enabling legislation to set up an­ 
other Hoover commission. 
Pearson cosponsored similar 
legislation in the last Congress 
with Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, E>- 
Conn. It passed the Senate but 
never came to a vote in the 
House. 
“ I was pleased to hear Rich­ 
ard Nixon point to the need for 
such a commision during the 
campaign and I plan to consult 
with him on this matter at the 


appropriate time,” said Pear­ 
son, in an interview. 
“ Considering that the bill 
passed the Senate last session 
and in view of Mr. Nixon’s atti­ 
tude I think the chances for fi­ 
nal passage in 1%9 are excel­ 
lent,” he said. 
Rep. William V. Roth of Dela­ 
ware said Monday he has spo­ 
ken to Nixon about his own ef­ 
forts in a similar vein and “ Nix­ 
on said he is with me all the 
way.” 
Roth spent months trying to 
catalogue the number and var­ 
iety of various grant-in-aid and 
other federal assistance pro­ 
grams and ran into a series of 
roadblocks by various agencies. 
Roth said there are such a be­ 
wildering variety of federal aid 
pri^ams that even congress­ 
men have difficulty determining 
what is available. 


Study Plane Costs

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Defense Department and the 
General Accounting Office were 
asked today to undertake full- 
scale investigations of why the 
C5A cargo plane—backbone of 
airlift planning for the next dec­ 
ade—may cost $1.2 billion more 
than OTiginal estimates. 
The demand was made by 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
chairman of the Senate-House 
Economic Committee that re­ 
cently heard testimony on con­ 
tract overruns for the world’s 
largest airplane. 
It would be a derelection of 
duty, said Proxmire, for Con­ 
gress to permit payment “ of 
such an exhorbitant increase in 
contract costs without scrutiniz­ 
ing the reasons given for the in­ 
crease and, indeed, the entire 
circumstances.” 
“ In view of the testimony we 
received in our hearings,” the 
senator 
said, 
“ very serious 
questions about the cost of the 
plane have been raised. For ex­ 
ample, there is some evidence 
that poor management on the 
part of the contractw may be a 
significant cause of the increase 
in cost.” 
Earlier this month the Air 
Force said the price of the C^A 
could run $2 billion over original 
estimates of $3 billion !(»* the 
first 120 planes. Later, however, 
“ in response to querries,” the 
Air Force put the figure at a 
more conservative $1.2 billion. 
At the same time, the Penta­ 
gon said the C5A contract pro­ 
vides safeguards for the govern­ 
ment and for Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp., maker of the frame, and 
General Eelectric Co., which 
makes the engines. 
The higher price tag for the 
four-engine behemoth has been 
attributed to increased costs fw 
labor and materials, introduc­ 
tion of new technology and un­ 
expected technical troubles 
The C5A is designed to carry 
troops as well as big equipment 
like tanks and trucks. The first 
model flew last spring and the 
Pentagon has maintained the 
craft will exceed peiformance 
guarantees of Lockheed. 
Proxmire asked the General 
Accounting 
Office, 
spending 
watchdog for Congress, to re­ 
port to him within six weeks 
At the same time, he wrote to 
Secretary of Defense CHark M 
CliffOTd urging Clifford to direct 
personally a study of “ the enor­ 
mous cost overruns” 
In hLs letter to Comptroller 
General Elmer B. Staats, head 
of th<* GAO, the senator said 
“the option under which the De­ 
partment of Defense could obli­ 
gate Itself to pay as much as $2 


billion in excessive costs is due 
to be exercised by January 31, 
1969. 
“ I am formally requesting 
that you take whatever steps 
may be necessary to prevent 
the signing of this option before 
your report is made to the Con­ 
gress.” 
The senatOT wrote Clifford he 
hoped “ you will instruct the re­ 
sponsible officials in the Depart­ 
ment of Defense to give their 
fullest cooperation with the 
GAO investigating team, and 
that your own task force study 
group will make an objective 
and comprehensive study as 
soon as possible.”

Pearson said the last Hoover 
Commission, 13 years ago, led 
to modifications of the executive 
branch resulting in savings of $7 
billion.

The first 
functioned from 1947 to 1949. 
Together they suggested a 
massive reorganization of the 
federal government, submitting

recommendations

change of which 396 were adopt­ 
ed by Congress or the executive 
branch. 
Among the major results were 
the Military Unification Act of 
1949 and the Defense Reorgani­ 
zation Act of 1958, complete in­ 
ternal reorganization of the 
State Department, creation of 
the 10th federal agency—Health, 
Education and Welfare—and 
adoption of a new, business-type 
system of federal budgeting. 
Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower suggested during 
his second term that there was 
a need for another massive ât- 
tic-to-cellar exploration of the 
federal government structure. 
But there has been nothing like 
the Hoover Commissions since 
1955. 
“ If the quality of American 
life is to be preserved, we must 
begin now to examine the bu­ 
reaucratic 
thicket 
that 
has 
sprung up in the last 13 years,” 
Pearson said. 
Pearson said the field of 
grant-in-aid programs is “ a 
prime example of what can hap­ 
pen when project growth is 
loosely controlled.” 
He said “ in April 1964 there 
were approximately 239 such 
programs. Today there are over 
400. And the administration 
predicted that these programs 
may quadruple in five years.” 
Pearson said 70 departments 
and agencies report directly to 
the president—“ far in excess of 
any reasonable span of execu­ 
tive control.” 
Still another example of the 
need for reform, said Pearson, 
is that “ at present there are ap­ 
proximately 33 federal agencies 
engaged in 296 consumer protec­ 
tion activities.”

Sealab Seeks Riches 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) - 
Sealab 3 is off on a voyage to 
the bottom of the sea tliat may 
open a new world of riches and 
research to exploration. 
The 57-by-l2-foot seafloor hab­ 
itat, which looks like a tank car 
with observation rooms where 
the wheels would be, has been 
carried by barge to a spot near 
San Clemente Island 
Sometime in the next few 
days it will be lowered 600 feet 
by cTane to the Pacific Ocean 
bottom, where it will serve as 
working and hvjng quarters for 
two months for hve teams of 
eight to nine men. 
'The teams will spend 12 days 
each at such varied tasks as set­ 
ting up an underwater trolley 
line, building a dry and lighted 
hut on the sea floor, starting a 
lobster farm with succulent 
transplants from Maine, and 
training porpoises and sea lioas 
to fetch and carry. 
A day or two after Sealab 3 
touches bottom, the first team 
will start descending in diving 
bells, called personnel transfer 
capsules, capable of carrying 
three to four men at a time

Such depths are ideal hiding 
places for submarine refueling 
stations, missile launching sites 
and 
antisubmarine 
warfare 
gear 
They also hold untold 
wealth in oil, minerals and 
scientific lore, exploitable when 
men learn to live and work for­ 
king periods at great depths. 


Two earlier 
gave promise 
Sealab projects 
that it can be 
done. 
Four men lived 11 days in 
Sealab 1 at a depth of 193 feet 
off Bermuda in 1964. A year lat­ 
er, in Sealab 2, three teams of 
10 aquanauts spent 15-day peri­ 
ods 205 feet deep off I>a Jolla, 
Calif. 
Sealab 3, at three times the 
previous depths, is the final ex­ 
periment. From it will evolve 
mobile habitants—vehicles that 
can move like submarines or 
(Tawl along the bottom—car­ 
rying skilled technicians for sal­ 
vage, rescue, construction and 
research.

The student revolt at the pre­ 
dominantly Negro college of 800 
enrollment climaxed three days 
of unrest, which Price said was 
started by black militants, over 
18 items on which the dissidents 
seek reform. 
FYice, who was turned away 


from the building shortly after 
the seizure, said after he gained 
entrance, he was in no way a 
prisoner.

ringed the campus, but no vio­ 
lence was reported. No effort 
was made to eject the students 
from the seized building. 
The revolt occurred as faculty 
and staff members met in an­ 
other building on the downtown 
campus to consider the student 
grievances. Price said the stu­ 
dents demanded an immediate 
report on the college’s decision 
and that he wouldn’t give it to 
them except 10 say most of their 
demands had been met. 
“ 1 said I was going to call an 


assembly this afternoon and re­ 
port to the entire student body,” 
Price said. “ 1 guess that’s not 
fast enough. But, we are going 
to do it according to proce­ 
dure.” 
Price had briefly attended a 


banquet in his honor at which he 
was named “ Educator of the 
Year” by an education booster 
group associated with Memphis 
State University.

Meanwhile, as the new cur­ 
rency regulatioas went into ef­ 
fect, squads of security police 
manned border crossings and 
airports and searched travelers 
to make sure they took out no 
more currency than the rela­ 
tively small amounts decreed 
Monday Air lines and tourist 
agents reported heavy cancella­ 
tions. “ You can’t go to New 
York for 21 days with $140 in 
your poo'ket,” said one, that 
being the maximum amount al­ 
lowed a FYench tourist. 
These are the regulations that 
affect the average FYenchman, 
but they are of secondary im­ 
portance in the government’s 
fight to keep the franc at home. 
To check the big speculators

Freight Rate 
Increase Is

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion granted the nation’s rail­ 
roads today an interim freight 
rate increase on most commodi­ 
ties of 3 to 10 per cent. 
The ICC said in a statement 


its decision modifies its June 19 
ruling that permitted the rail­ 
roads to file tariffs limited to no 
more than 3 per cent. 
It excluded from today’s au­ 
thorization higher rates fw 
grain, iron, steel scrap and pig 
iron, saying increases in those 
rates must remain at the 3 per 
cent rate set last June, 
The ICC said its final decision 


will be made later. Meanwhile, 
it said, it will permit the higher 
rate now because “ of a critical 
need on the pact of the railroads 
fcM- additional revenue to offset 
increased operating costs.” 
The railroads filed petitions 


for rate increases last March. 
The 3 to 10 per cent selective in­ 
crease would provide an esti­ 
mated $466.2 million in addition­ 
al revenues.

W arsaw Pact 
Countries Open

VIENNA (AP) — MiUtaiy 


conference of Warsaw Pact 
countries opened in Bucharest 
today amid rumors of new 
Kremlin pressure on Romania 
to allow Soviet troops on her 
territory for joint maneuvers. 
A brief announcement said 


the four-day meeting was called 
to “ analyze problems of combat 
training.” Soviet Marshal Ivan 
Yakubovsky, the alliance’s mili­ 
tary commander, was presid­ 
ing. 
The Romanian president and 


Communist party chief, Nicolae 
Ceausescu, is toown to have 
turned down earlier Soviet re­ 
quests for maneuvers following 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
which was preceded by Warsaw 
Pact maneuvers that brought 
Soviet, East German and Polish 
troops into Czechoslovakia. Re­ 
cently Ceausescu indicated no 
joint military exercises would 
be held in Romania this year. 
However, western observers 


feel that Ceausescu cannot stall 
indefinitely and eventually will 
agree to maneuvers next spring. 
But these sources say he in­ 
sists on safeguards before he 
gives his approval, including a 
guarantee that Soviet and other 
foreign troops will leave the 
country immediately after the 
maneuvers.

Nixon's Tight Inner Circle 
Will Chart U.S. Course

President-elect Rich ard Nix o n’s inner 
Wh ite Ho use circle will be th e key guiding fo rce in 
directing th e co urse o f h is administratio n as it 
unfo lds after nex t Jan. 20. 
It is understandable th at so me so urces in th e 
Nix o n camp sh o uld wish to de-emph asize th is 
pro spect, since men wh o so o n may be jo ining th e 
Nix o n cabinet migh t no t care to read th at th eir 
auth o rity as departm ent and agency h eads may be 
circumscribed by th e decisio ns o f a bunch o f brigh t 
28 -y ear-o lds wh o nev er met a pay ro ll o r ran fo r 
o ffice. 
Nev erth eless, th e relativ ely new po wer and 
influence gained by th e president’s inner circle o f 
adv isers in recent administratio ns is almo st certain 
to be maintained, if no t actually enlarged, by th e 
Nix o n go v ernment. So urces clo se to h im make th is 
utterly clear. 
To so me ex tent, th e publish ed sto ries seeking to 
minimize pro spectiv e Wh ite Ho use co ntro l were 
dealing with a straw man. Th ey stressed th at Nix o n 
wo uld h av e no Sh erman Adams, ch ief o f staff to 
President Eisenh o wer, wh o tigh tly co ntro lled th e 
flo w o f po licy m atters and men to th e president’s 
desk. But th ere h as been no Adams in subsequent 
administratio ns and th is ty pe is rare. 
It is a go o d bet, th en, th at Nix o n will h av e no 
Adams. 
Th e sto ries were furth er misleading, 
h o wev er, in accepting questio nable assurances th at 
Nix o n’s to p ech elo n o f Wh ite Ho use aides will be 
“co -equal.” 
Ev en if th at were a determined intent o n Nix o n’s 
part, th e inev itably v ary ing quality o f perfo rmance 
amo ng th e to p assistants is co nsidered by ex perts o n 
Wh ite Ho use staff o peratio ns as sure to elev ate o ne 
o r two men as key presidential adv isers. 
Until they hav e begun to perform in the White 
House setting, there is absolutely no way of being 
sure who those men will be in the Nix on entourage. 
It will no t particularly matter, incidentally , 
wh eth er o r no t Nix o n h o lds h is Wh ite Ho use 
o perativ es and adv isers to a smaller number th an 
President Jo h nso n’s reco rd to tal. Th e questio n o f 
impo rtance will be wh at th ey do . 
Th e kno wledgeable students o f Wh ite Ho use staff 
o peratio ns 
agree 
th at 
a 
president’s 
perso nal 
co mpany o f h elpers h as gro wn as th e federal 
bureaucracy h as gro wn and beco me increasingly less 
manageable by th e ch ief ex ecutiv e, as th e natio n and 
th e wo rld h av e lo o ked mo re and mo re to th e Wh ite 
Ho use fo r v ital leadersh ip, as th e president h as in 
effect beco me ch ief legislato r, and as h is o wn time 
h as been inev itably giv en mo re and mo re to fo reign 
affairs. 
Th e inner circle, th erefo re, is to be v iewed as an 
ex tensio n o f th e president h imself, acting and 
co nsulting in h is name, o ften actually deciding fo r 
h im, weigh ing m atters to see wh at really m erits h is 
perso nal attentio n. 
Th e need fo r th is kind o f guidance fro m th e Wh ite 
Ho use h as mo unted as critical pro blems o f war, 
diplo macy , 
urban strife, 
po v erty and general 
eco no mic po licy h av e cut acro ss neat departm ent 
and agency lines. Only th e Wh ite Ho use can pro v ide 
th e pro d and co -o rdinatio n required fo r effectiv e 
attack. 
As one scholar puts it, the White House staff 
therefore represents a kind of “ miniaturization of 
the whole gov ernment.” It is these men who form a 
necessary new lay er in the structure, representing to 
the bureaucracy the president’s v oice and guiding 
hand, 
and 
representing to him the capsuled 
presence of the agencies and their policy judgments. 
Th e men wh o seem best to kno w Rich ard Nix o n’s 
mind in th is preinaugural ph ase are th o ro ugh ly 
co nv inced th at h is inner circle will serv e h im just as 
decisiv ely and as do minantly as to p asso ciates 
serv ed Jo h n F. Kennedy and Ly ndo n B. Jo h nso n 
befo re h im.

blood stream. 


At her peak she was using 
10 packets of powder a day 
—$5 a packet, $50 in all. It 
put her in a continual state 
of escape. The prostitution 
continued. She had two sons 
along the way. She spent 
four years in jail.

Like I was nearly 
dead. Waking up every day 
in a different bed, reaching 
for the first shot.

E a rly this year, Y’vonne

So she sits in the group 
therapy d i s c u s s i o n and 
bounces up and dow^n as she 
talks.

Hyland, 54-year-old Austra- 
han, told newsmen the Viet 
Cong tried to release him twice 
in as many days following his 
capture in Saigon during the lu­ 
nar new year offensive, last 
February. He said American air 
activity over the (’ommunist- 
held portions of the city both 
times forced the Viet (’ong to 
break off attempts to return 
him to government troops. 
lastead 
Hyland 
eventually 
was evacuated from the city 
and made a month-long trek 
through the jungle to solitary 
confinement in a prison camp 
near the Cambodian border 
He was released by the Viet 
Cong Monday in Phnom Penh, 
the (’ambodian capital, where 
he was reunited with his Ameri­ 
can wife The couple flew to 
Bangkok and will remain there 
at least temporarily. 
The Australian businessman 
said he believed he was re- 
lea.sed because of his failing 
health and a hearing condition 


that leaves him totally deaf 
from time to time. He ascribed 
the hearing condition to the 
closeness of U.S. B52 strikes 
during the trek to his prison 
camp and nervous tension He 
said fie also contracted dysen­ 
tery while a prisoner. 
It was not known when Hy­ 
land would see his daughter 
Larissa, who was born after he 
was captured in (,’holon, the 
(’hiñese quarters of Saigon. Hy­ 
land has a large business there 
exporting duck 
feathers for 
cushions and mattresses. He 
said whether he returns to Sai­ 
gon depends on talks he expects 
to hold in Bangkok with a part­ 
ner in a few days. 
Mrs. Hyland is the former 
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Dorothy Lisa Ludlow, 28, of Mt. 
Ki.scoand Larchmont, N Y. She 
had arrived in Phnom Penh 
from San Francisco several 
days ago. 
Hyland was pale and thin, his 
hair almost snow-white, and hLs 
dark blue suit hung loosely on 
him. 
He had lived in Southeast Asia 
since the end of World War H.

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Military and Civilians Square Off 
Over an Officers Athletic Center

WASHINGTON (AP) - It had 
been a hard morning, and the 
balding, rather paunchy admi­ 
ral did the shimmy as a vibrato­ 
ry machine churned away at his 
ample waistline. 
A general awaited his turn on 
the masseur’s table. 
Several 
other 
o f f ic e r s , 
stripped 
to 
the 
altogether, 
stroked easily down a 75-foot 
swimming pool nearby, while up 
the hall companions bent an el­ 
bow to a noontime glass of beer 
This vignette of easy living 
comes not from a posh exec'u- 
tive club or the YMCA but an 
underground 
recreation 
spot 
just below the front steps of the 
staid old U.S. Department of 
Defense. 
It’s the Pentagon Officers 
Athletic Center, a heavily subsi­ 
dized facility that recently has 
become an object of controversy 
between the militarv’ who run it 
and a civilian minority that is 
allowed to use it. 
The 350 civilian “ guests.” 
along with 5(X) inactive resei'vist 
members, 
have 
just 
been 
socked with an increase in their 
yearly dues—from $42 to $200. 
They claim it is an unabashed 
effort to drive them out of the 
club 
By contrast, dues for the 3,930 
active duty and retired militar>’ 
officers are going up only to $60 
a year. 
Some disgruntled civilians, 
getting nowhere with appeals 
about the dues increase, have 
started raising questions about 


the legality of the whole opera­ 
tion of the club 
Particularly, questions have 
been posed about the serving of 
beer on government property 
(its prohibited inside the Penta­ 
gon», the barring of women offi­ 
cers and enlisted men. the 
club’s free use of government 
space, and the thousiinds of dol­ 
lars in subsidies the tax-exampt 
organization has rm'ived over 
the years. 
The .Army (ieneral (’ounsel's 
office recently felt obliged to ex­ 
amine the club's operation, but 
pronoum'cd it legal under regu­ 
lations covering “ officers' open 
messes." 
The matter may or may not 
end there. 
The background of the 4,785- 
member club is this; 
In 194H then-(^hief of Staff of 
the Army Dwight 1) Eisenhow­ 
er decided that officers sta­ 
tioned in the Washington area 
should have a “ physical exer 
cise association" to keep them 
fit while they held se(l(*ntar\ 
desk jobs.

were assembltxi around him on 
the speaker’s platform 
“ Without exception, ” Hayes 
said, “ every man on the squad 
did the best job possible They 
did 99 per cent of the work ’ ’ 
His Rose Bowl-bound Buck 
eyes crushed Michigan 50-14 
Saturday to clinch the Big len 
title. OSU finished the regular 
season with a W) record 
“ 1 didn’t have much to do 
with it actually,” Hayes said “ 1 
thought I coached better last 
year. But the boys made the 
difference.” 
“ Our talent Is diversified this 
season,” Hayes said 
“ If we 
can’t beat you one way, we’ll 
beat you two other ways.” 
The Buckeyes topped the AP 
poll in 1954 and won the Hose 
Bowl that year, 20-7 over South­ 
ern California 
This year’s Buckeyes also will 
face 
Southern 
Cal, 
which 
slipped from No. 1 to No 2 in 
this week’s poll and closes its 
regular season Saturday against 
Notre Dame. 


Hayes cautioned hLs team 
against overconfidence but said 
he doubted the top rating would 
affect his team’s attitude in the 
Rose Bowl 


“ We’ve done a great job so 
far but we can’t get fatheaded 
or we will blow everything,” 
Hayes said. “ This has been a 
year of great victories but there 
Is one more great victory left to 
win—in Pasadena” 
Hayes said the clash with 
Southern California would pit 
his defense against the “ best of­ 
fensive back in the nation,” O 
J Simpson.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Two 
Steves are credited with putting 
the late-season bite in Oklaho­ 
ma’s defense, which has carried 
the Sooners to four straight vic­ 
tories, but one of them was 
labored in relative obscurity. 
He’s Steve Casteel, sopho­ 
more linebacker from Garland, 
Tex. The other, Steve Zabel, got 
lots of attention, because he was 
moved from offense to defense in 
mid-season to bolster the sag­ 
ging Sooner defensive forces. 
Casteel was on the Sooner de­ 
fensive team all season, and his 
game-by-game improvement is 
credited by Coach Chuck F'air- 
banks for much of the Oklaho­ 
ma success in recent weeks at 
stopping the opposition. 
The Scx)ners came up with 
the supreme effort last Satur­ 
day, stopping Nebraska cold 
while the offense carved up the 
Cornhuskers in a 47-0 rout. 
For his part in that effort, 
Casteel was chosen Monday the 
Big Eight Conference’s lineman- 
of-the-week. 
He beat out Missouri’s Carl 
Garber for the honor. 
“ Casteel had a great game for 
us,” Fairbanks said “ He pro­ 
bably made about six game- 
breaking plays for us, and he 
made three of the hardest tack­ 
les weve had all year. 
“ He’s come along very well 
for us this year This was his 
finest defensive game of the 
season. He has been improving

Nebraska made 
no nominations. 
Picked as the conference back- 
of-the-week was Kansas safety 
Dave Morgan, who made four 
great defensive plays for the 
Jayhawks. He ran 35 yards to 
a touchdown with a pass inter­ 
ception, intercepted a Missouri 
pass in the end zone, recovered 
a fumble which set up a Hawk 
touchdown and helped thwart 
a Missouri two-point conversion 
attempt. 
Morgan narrowly edged Okla­ 
homa’s Steve Owens from the 
back award. Owens continued to 
maul opposing teams, rushing 
for 172 yards and ¿coring five 
touchdowns against Nebraska to 
set five conference records. 
Beware of 'Cats 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - More 
than one Big Eight football 
coach will tell you to beware of 
the Kansas State Wildc*ats in 
1969. 
The head man in the Purple 
Power movement in Manhattan, 
Kan., did nothing at the weely 
Big Eight briefing here Monday 
to discourage that kind of think­ 
ing. 
Vinc’e Gibson talked at length 
on his two favorite subjects: 
Kansas State football in parti­ 
cular and Big Eight football in 
general 
“ We’re not going to be a great 
team next year, but we’ll com­ 
pete,” Gibson said of his Wild­ 
cats in ’69. “ We’re confident 
now that we can compete. 
“ We’ve got to establish a run­ 
ning game to go with our pass­ 
ing. We need some big, strong 
running backs like the other Big 
Eight teams have. And we’ve 
got to get some big defensive 
linemen so we don’t get blown 
out of there. 
“ But there’s an absolutely nev 
spirit down there at Kansas 
State, and that’s got to help. We 
won four games for the first timt 
in 13 years and we’ll letter 23 
sophomores and six junior col­ 
lege transfers. That’s got to help 
your program when you get most 
of those players back. 
‘I ’m real proud of the way we 
played in November. The only 
games we lost were lost be­ 
cause we were playing against 
better people. The important 
thing is we learned we could 


compete.” 
On the Big Eight, Gibson said, 
“ I think the Big Eight is going 
to be the greatest conference in 
the nation. Back in the Southeast 
ern Conference we had maybe 
five or six good teams and the 
others you could completely for­ 
get — never worry about them. 
“ I don’t think any conference 
in the country can compete with 
our backs. Our second team all­ 
conference backfield might be 
as good as some All-American 
teams.

The Norwegian soccer-style 
kicker no longer leads the A FL 
in scoring and successful field 
goals, but the Kansas City 
Chiefs most certainly wouldn’t 
be tied for the Western Division 
lead without him. 
When the Kansas City offense 
was functioning on about half its 
cylinders earlier this season be­

of 
injuries 
Stenerud 
kicked field goals in eight 
straight games. 
He kicked four field goals in a 
26-21 victory over Houston and 
another four in a 20-19 loss to 
the New York Jets. In a victory 
over Denver, his two first-half 
field goals gave the Chiefs a 
lead until the offense got start­ 
ed. He added two more field 
goals in a win over Miami. 
Against Buffalo, his four field 
goals were the difference in an 
18-7 victory, and in a 13-3 
triumph over Cincinnati, he 
booted two. His field goal wid­ 
ened Kansas City’s halftime 
lead over Oakland to 17-0 in an 
eventual victory. And, against 
San Diego, he kicked two in a 
27-20 victory. 
“ We enjoy the record of 9-2 
now because of the great kick­ 
ing of Stenerud,” Coach Hank 
Stram said. “ I really think a 
pro football team is going to win 
or lose four to six games a year 
on the kicking game. It’s going 
to be the difference between 
winning a championship and 
coming close. 
“ We would have won two oth­ 
er championships with sufficient 
kicking.” 
In two seasons with the 
Chiefs, Stenerud has booted 47 
of 67 field goal attempts and 73 
of 74 extra point attempts. 
Not bad for a lanky 6-foot-2, 
185-pounder who came to this 
country on a ski scholarship and 
started kicking a football almost 
by accident at Montana State.

The plow girl carefully traced 
a half-moon furrow around the 
pillbox, then headed homeward 
past an adjoining strip of land 
planted with sharp rock*s and 
wooden stakes intended as bad 
news for enemy paratroopers. 
A working party of dusty sol­ 
diers, picks and shovels over 
their shoulders, marched down 
a ridge between cottage-sized 
boulders after a long day was 
ended, but tomorrow these sol­ 
diers and legions more would be 
back to continue the construc­ 
tion of tunnels, forts and bunk­ 
ers. The pace of activity has 
gone on unabated for 20 years. 


For this reason, the Chinese 
Nationalists have long been anx­ 
ious that the United States pro­ 
vide a protective arm of support 
should the Communists launch 
another all-out attempt to cap­ 
ture Quemoy, or the Matsu com­ 
plex 120 miles up the coast.

This vigilance springs from 
the fact that the coast of Com­ 
munist China arcs around three 
sides of Quemoy. Shells that 
whip in now are filled with prop­ 
aganda leaflets, but Quemoyans 
know that the estimated 5(K) ene­ 
my guns within range could eas­ 
ily load real ammunition. 
And the China across the wa­ 
ter is militant, as the 60,000-man 
Quemoy garri.son has discov­ 
ered on half a dozen occasions 
in 20 years. 
Quemoy looks as vulnerable a 
bastion as any in history, and, 
as one American military offi­ 
cer comented, the Chinese know 
the fate of many bastions. 


President Chiang Kai-shek’s 
son, Ching-Kuo, the defense 
minister and heir apparent to 
his father’s influenc*e, expresses 
confidence: “ As we are, the 
United States is also aware that 
the defense of Formosa, the 
Pesc*adores, Quemoy and Matsu 
is inseparable. They belong in 
one entity, in one theater of op­ 
erations.” This was an issue 
when John F. Kennedy ran 
agaiast Richard M. Nixon in 
1960. Nixon was for defending 
Quemoy; Kennedy had reserva­ 
tions. The United States has a 
treaty committment to defend 


Formosa and the Pescadores, 
an archipelago in the Formosa 
Strait. The fate of the offshore 
islands rests with the U.S. presi­ 
dent, empowered by Congress to 
commit U.S. forces to their de­ 
fense if he judges an attack part 
of an invasion of Nationalist 
China. 
This could leave Quemoy’s fu­ 
ture up in the air should the 
Communists turn their full at­ 
tention to the offshore islands, 
which they have always claimed 
as their own. 
What is seen here as Ameri­ 
can reluctance to pursue the 
Vietnam war is considered by 
some Formosan circles as an in­ 
dication that the United States 
might be less interested in de­ 
fending Quemoy in the future 
than it was in the past. 
These fears are not being 
erased by Washington’s eager­ 
ness to cut back military aid.
